The new’is of the untimely death of 
Mr. Moore WiL be received in Sedaiia 
with great regret by all who knew 
him here, all ni whom have l>een anx 
kms that he should recover from the 
illness with which he had been afflict­ 
ed. 
Mr. Moore up to a year ago was 
Mi the best of health, but about that 
time ne suffered a nervous breakdown 
from which he was forced to give up 
his active work in the newspaper 
feld. 
In quest of health he trav­ 
eled extensively, first going to the 
south and then to the west. 
Hip west­ 
ern trip seemed to do him a great 
«mount of good and reports from him 
w ere very encouraging until about two 
weeks ago, when messages from Ash­ 
land. Ore., were received stating that 
he had been taken to a hospital at 
that place, and that his condition was 
very precarious. 
In response to these messages E. B. 
Burrowes, associate editor 
of

Democrat, and brother-in-law of Mr. 
.Moore, left last Tuesday for his bed­ 
side, and had not yet reached th* re 
at the time 
Ivfr. Moore’s death. 
Frank B. Moore was born in Pendle 
ton county, Kv., in 1866, and came tc 
Sedaiia in his early boyhood. 
Me at­ 
tended the public schools of this city 
and after graduation 
learned 
the 
moulders trade. 
However, constant 
reading and self culture directed bis 
energies toward the newspaper field 
and about fifteen years ago he began 
work in that tine as a reporter cn the 
old Sedaiia Gazette. 
He showed sc 
much ability in his work here that i 
was not long until larger fields calle 
him, and he accepted a position on 
the local staff of a St. Joseph dail: 
paper. 
Success came to him in that 
place also, and he was soon filling a 
responsible editorial position in lie 
lena, Mont., where he duplicated hi* 
previous good work.
